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PREFACE. 


The  Twenty-second  Annual  Medical  Report  of  the  Glasgow 
Royal  Maternity  and  Women’s  Hospital  maintains  the  usual 
general  pattern,  conforming  as  far  as  possible  to  the  standard  scheme 
suggested  by  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Royal  Society  of 
Medicine. 

The  Hospital  contains  175  beds.  There  are  15  beds  for  cases  of 
abortion  'and  11  for  patients  who  require  to  be  isolated.  The  two 
main  labour  wards  contain  9  and  6  beds  respectively  ;  while  in  the 
Isolation  Department  there  is  a  labour  room  with  1  bed.  The  work 
of  the  Hospital  is  carried  out  by  three  units,  each  with  its  own  ante¬ 
natal,  labour  and  lying-in  wards.  Septic  cases  are  transferred  to  the 
Local  Authority  Isolation  Hospitals  by  arrangement  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

Each  unit  has  the  services  of  two  House  Surgeons — one  for  duties 
in  the  Hospital  and  the  other  for  duties  in  connection  with  the  out-door 
service  of  the  Hospital.  Each  House  Surgeon  is  appointed  for  six 
months,  the  first  three  months  being  devoted  to  in-door  duties.  There 
is  also  a  House  Surgeon  for  the  Isolation  Wards,  appointed  for  a  period 
of  three  months. 

The  services  of  a  Resident  Anaesthetist  are  maintained  through 
the  generosity  of  the  trustees  of  Mr.  Peter  Coats.  There  is  also  a  panel 
of  five  Visiting  Anaesthetists,  who  may  be  called  in  emergency.

During  the  past  year  there  were  20,370  attendances  at  the 
Hospital’s  Ante-natal  Clinic,  and  2,877  at  the  Infant  Consultation 
Clinic. 
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Ante-natal  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  at  the  request  of 
the  medical  practitioners  in  the  city  area,  from  Local  Authority  Clinics, 
from  the  Hospital  Ante-natal  Clinic,  and  from  certain  outlying  areas 
which  lack  facilities  for  hospital  treatment. 

Emergency  cases  are  referred  to  the  Hospital  by  practitioners  in 
the  city  area,  in  outlying  districts  without  adequate  hospital  facilities, 
and  by  the  Hospital  out-door  service. 

In  all,  1,245  patients  (26*9  per  cent,  of  the  total  admissions)  were 
referred  from  areas  outwith  the  city. 

The  following  are  some  particulars  of  the  Hospital  out-door  service, 
which  attended  2,795  women  in  their  own  homes  during  1947  : — -

For  purposes  of  this  Report  the  in-door  cases  have,  as  in  previous  « 
years,  been  divided  into  two  categories  : — 

Category  A. — Refers  to  patients  who  have  paid  at 
least  two  visits  to  the  Hospital  Ante-natal  Clinic 
before  admission  ;  while  all  other  patients  are  placed 
in  Category  B. 

Of  the  4,624  patients  admitted  to  this  Hospital  during  1947, 

2,199  (47-5  per  cent.)  belonged  to  Category  A  ;  and  2,425  (52-5  per 
cent.)  to  Category  B. 

The  total  number  of  abnormal  cases  (including  1,626  ante-natal 
cases)  was  3,423  (or  74*0  per  cent,  of  all  admissions).  The  high 
incidence  of  abnormal  cases  is  explained  partly  by  the  fact  that  the 
Hospital  serves  a  large  industrial  area  where  the  incidence  of  rickets, 
malnutrition  and  overcrowding  is  high,  and  partly  by  the  fact  that 
abnormal  cases  only  are  admitted  from  some  of  the  outlying  areas. 

The  special  out-patient  clinic  for  patients  suffering  from  specific 
diseases  has  been  discontinued  since  September,  1939,  and  such  patients 
are  now  treated  at  a  Local  Authority  Clinic. 

The  efficient  blood  transfusion  service,  initiated  by  the  Hospital 
in  1935,  is  now  maintained  in  collaboration  with  the  West  of  Scotland 
Blood  Transfusion  Service. 

Of  the  905  patients  examined  in  the  X-ray  Department  during 
the  year,  455  were  resident  in  the  Hospital  and  450  were  out-patients. 

The  work  of  the  Dietetic  Department  has  continued  as  in  past  years. 

Miss  Lillias  Forrest  was  in  charge  and  resigned  in  May,  1947,  being 
succeeded  by  Miss  Margaret  Y.  R.  Martin. 
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The  work  of  the  Research  Department  has  proceeded  along  lines 
determined  in  previous  years.  There  has  been  a  marked  increase 
in  the  demands  made  on  the  Department  for  routine  investigations. 
This  increase  is  due  mainly  to  the  new  Hsematological  Clinic,  started  in 
November,  1946  ;  Rhesus  testing  and  the  greatly  increased  number 
of  bio-chemical  investigations. 

Research  is  in  progress  and  the  number  engaged  in  this  work 
has  been  augmented.  Dr.  J.  M.  Neville  has  completed  the  scheme  of 
work  on  the  anaemias  of  pregnancy  for  her  M.D.  thesis.  Dr.  M.  Forbes 
has  continued  her  work  on  the  renal  function  in  the  toxaemias  of 
pregnancy.  A  study  is  being  made  of  the  histological  problems  in 
toxaemias  and,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Hewitt,  investigations  have 
been  in  progress  in  all  three  units  of  the  Hospital  on  diet  in  the 
toxaemias  of  pregnancy.  Dr.  C.  Mukherjee,  of  Calcutta,  joined  the 
Research  Department  'in  November,  1947,  and  is  continuing  his  work 
on  the  toxaemias  of  pregnancy. 

The  number  of  medical  students  enrolled  during  the  year  for 
training  in  practical  midwifery  was  97,  and  4  post-graduates  ;  while 
136  nurses  were  enrolled  for  training  for  the  Certificate  of  the  Central 
Midwives  Board.

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OBSTETRICAL  CASES. 


1.  Vertex.  Occipito-Posterior  Position. 

Because  vaginal  examination  on  admission,  or  at  the  onset  of 
labour,  is  not  a  routine  procedure,  and  because  the  use  of  radiological 
methods  of  diagnosis  is  limited  in  this  Hospital,  it  is  impossible  to 
estimate  the  incidence  of  the  occipito-posterior  position.  The  following 
is  a  record  only  of  cases  where  operative  delivery  was  undertaken  in 
association  with  an  occipito-posterior  position  and  of  cases  where 
spontaneous  delivery  occurred  face  to  pubis. 

There  were  101  cases  in  this  series,  5  being  twin  pregnancies. 
There  were  2  maternal  deaths  (see  Nos.  2678  and  3054  under  deaths). 
Both  were  cases  of  eclampsia. 

Eighty-nine  infants  were  born  alive  and  12  were  stillborn.  Five 
of  the  infants  died  during  the  neo-natal  period.  Three  died  with 
asphyxia  neonatorum  ;  2  of  prematurity. 

Associated  with  the  stillbirths  was  E.F.O.  in  3  cases  ;  eclampsia 
in  1  case  ;  hypertensive  toxaemia  in  4  cases.  One  case  was  over 
twenty-four  hours  and  under  thirty-six  hours  in  labour  ;  and  4  ,cases 
were  over  thirty-six  hours  in  labour.  Nine  were  delivered  by  mid 
forceps  ;  and  4  by  craniotomy. 

There  was  1  case  of  sepsis  and  6  of  pyrexia.

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2.  Breech  Presentation. 

Breech  presentations  were  noted  in  417  patients,  including 
59  patients  with  multiple  pregnancies.  In  this  series  there  were 
218  primigravidse  and  199  multiparse  ;  155  in  Category  A  and  262  in 
Category  B. 

There  was  1  maternal  death  in  this  group  (No.  429  under  deaths). 
The  case  died  of  mixed  accidental  haemorrhage. 

The  total  number  of  infants  which  lay  and  were  delivered  as 
breech  presentations  was  258,  including  56  stillborn  infants  and 
38  infants  who  died  during  the  neo-natal  period.  This  group  includes 
78  infants  from  twin  and  triplet  pregnancies  and  23  delivered  by 
caesarean  section. 

The  stillbirth  rate  was  therefore  21-7  per  cent.,  and  the  neo-natal 
death  rate  14-7  per  cent,  for  the  whole  series.

Associated  with  the  stillbirths  were  : — Foetal  abnormalities,  6 
(hydrocephalus,  4  ;  anencephalus,  2)  ;  macerated  foetus,  4  ;  mixed 
and  concealed  accidental  haemorrhage,  4  ;  hypertensive  toxaemia,  8  ; 
hydrops  foetalis,  3  ;  prolapse  of  cord,  4  ;  placenta  praevia,  2  ;  premature 
separation  of  placenta,  2  ;  cause  unknown,  6. 

The  cause  of  17  neo-natal  deaths  was  prematurity  ;  2  cerebral 
haemorrhage  ;  1  erythroblastosis  ;  and  1  cystic  kidneys. 

Of  the  22  patients  delivered  by  caesarean  section,  16  were  delivered 
by  the  lower  uterine  segment  and  6  by  the  classical  operation  (1  case 
of  twins). 

Twenty-two  of  the  infants  were  born  alive  and  1  was  stillborn  ; 
1  of  these  infants  died  during  the  neo-natal  period  of  prematurity. 

The  conditions  associated  with  these  operations  were  : — Contracted 
pelvis  in  6  cases  ;  high  blood  pressure  in  6  cases  ;  placenta  praevia  in 
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2  cases  ;  elderly  primigravidse  in  1  case  ;  dystocia  in  4  cases  ;  uterus 
cordiformis  in  1  case  ;  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1  case.

This  series,  representing  the  most  difficult  cases,  does  not  include 
cases  where  external  version  was  successfully  performed  without 
ansesthesia  in  the  Ante-natal  Clinic. 

Of  the  cases  where  external  version  was  successfully  performed, 
53  were  subsequently  delivered  in  the  Hospital. 

Delivery  was  completed  spontaneously  in  45  cases  ;  by  forceps 
in  4  cases  ;  by  lower  uterine  segment  caesarean  section  in  3  cases  ; 
manual  breech  delivery  in  1  case  ;  spontaneous  breech,  1. 

There  were  7  stillbirths  and  2  neo-natal  deaths.

The  causes  of  stillbirth  were  : — Mixed  accidental  haemorrhage  in 
2  cases  ;  pre-eclampsia  and  asphyxia  in  2  cases  ;  spina  bifida  and 
hydrocephalus  in  1  case  ;  1  case  macerated  (cause  unknown)  ;  and 
asphyxia  in  1  case. 

The  causes  of  neo-natal  deaths  were  : — Asphyxia  neonatorum,. 
1  case  ;  and  tentorial  tear,  1  case. 

The  uncorrected  stillbirth  rate  was  13*2  per  cent.,  and  the  neo¬ 
natal  death  rate  3-8  per  cent.

Plural  Pregnancy. 

1.  Twins. 

There  were  104  cases  of  twin  pregnancy  during  the  year  ;  41  in 
primigravidae  and  63  in  multigravidae. 

In  6  cases  the  first  child  was  born  before  admission.  Three  cases 
of  twin  miscarriage  are  not  included  in  this  series. 

There  was  1  maternal  death,  due  to  eclampsia  (No.  432  under  deaths ). 

Of  the  202  infants  born  in  Hospital,  181(^9^  per  cent.)  were 
born  alive  and  21  (10-4  per  cent.)  were  stillborn.  Twenty-two  of  the 
infants  (10*9  per  cent.)  died  during  the  neo-natal  period.  Of  the 
22  infants  who  died  in  the  neo-natal  period,  21  were  premature  and 
1  mature.  The  causes  of  death  associated  with  the  21  premature 
infants  were  : — Prematurity  alone,  8  ;  asphyxia  neonatorum,  7  ; 
atelectasis,  1  ;  pneumonia,  2  ;  infection,  1  ;  cerebral  haemorrhage,  1  ; 
meningocele,  1.  The  mature  infant  died  of  cerebral  haemorrhage. 

Pregnancy  was  complicated  by  eclampsia  in  6  cases  ;  high  blood 
pressure  in  39  cases  (with  albuminuria  in  24  cases)  ;  retained  placenta 
in  4  cases  ;  and  hydramnios  in  2  cases.

2  (S.B.),  2-H-(D.),  1 A  (D-)>  5 b  and  6i  lbs-  0ne  of  the  infants  was 

born  spontaneously,  3  as  manual  breeches,  1  by  mid  forceps,  and 
1  by  low  forceps.  Five  children  were  born  alive,  but  2  died  of  toxaemia 
and  prematurity  during  the  neo-natal  period.  There  was  1  stillbirth, 
owing  to  toxaemia.

OBSTETRICAL  OPERATIONS. 

A  Summary  of  the  various  Obstetrical  Operations  is  given 

in  the  following  Tables. 

1 .  Forceps. 

Forceps  were  applied  in  429  cases,  317  of  which  were  primiparae 
and  112  multiparse. 

When  a  low  forceps’  delivery  is  conducted  within  twenty-four 
hours  of  the  onset  of  labour  in  a  primigravidae,  or  within  eighteen  hours 
in  a  multiparse,  the  indication  for  operation  is  classified  as  second  stage 
delay.  If  a  higher  application  of  forceps  is  necessary  within  these  times, 
or  if  the  labour  is  prolonged  beyond  these  limits,  the  indication  for  the 
application  of  forceps  may  be  classified  as  dystocia.

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Contracted  Pelvis.  1.  Induction  of  Labour. 

Surgical  induction  of  labour  by  puncture  of  the  membranes  was 
performed  in  17  cases.  Spontaneous  delivery  followed  in  15  cases. 
Two  patients  were  delivered  by  lower  uterine  segment  section. 

None  of  the  infants  were  stillborn  and  there  were  no  neo-natal 
deaths. 

There  were  no  cases  notifiable  as  pyrexia. 


Contracted  Pelvis.  2.  Spontaneous  Delivery. 

Spontaneous  delivery  occurred  in  120  cases  of  contracted  pelvis. 
A  table  on  page  36  shows  the  degree  of  pelvic  contraction  in  relation  to 
the  weight  of  the  infants  and  the  duration  of  labours.  There  were 
no  maternal  deaths.  Of  the  120  infants  in  this  series,  110  were  born 
alive  and  10  were  stillborn.  There  were  3  neo-natal  deaths. 

The  causes  of  stillbirth  were  : — Asphyxia  in  5  cases  ;  cerebral 
haemorrhage  in  1  case  ;  prolapsed  cord  in  2  cases  ;  toxaemia  in  1  case  ; 
and  anencephalus  in  1  case. 

The  causes  of  neo-natal  death  were  : — Asphyxia  neonatorum  in 
2  cases  ;  and  intra-ventricular  haemorrhage  in  1  case. 

The  pregnancies  and  deliveries  were  complicated  by  hypertensive 
toxaemia  in  13  cases  ;  hydramnios  in  2  cases  ;  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
in  2  cases  ;  fibroids  in  1  case  ;  and  retained  placenta  in  2  cases. 


There  were  4  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia. 


The  following  Table  shows  the  weights  of  the  infants  in  relation  to  the  duration 
of  labour  and  the  degree  of  contracted  pelvis. 
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Contracted  Pelvis.  3.  Forceps  Delivery. 

Delivery  by  the  forceps  was  conducted  in  34  cases  of  contracted 
pelvis.  The  application  was  classified  as  high  in  1  case  ;  mid  in 
27  cases  ;  and  low  in  6  cases.  Two  cases  were  admitted  after  failure 
to  complete  delivery  with  the  forceps  outside  the  Hospital. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  Twenty-eight  of  the  infants 
were  born  alive  and  3  stillborn.  There  were  3  neo-natal  deaths.

Delivery  was  accomplished  by  caesarean  section  in  119  cases  of 
contracted  pelvis — by  the  classical  operation  in  34  cases  and  by  the 
lower  uterine  segment  operation  in  85  cases.  There  were  no  maternal 
deaths. 

One  hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  infants  were  born  alive  and 
2  stillborn.  There  was  1  neo-natal  death. 

There  were  5  cases  with  a  notifiable  puerperal  pyrexia  and  none 
with  puerperal  sepsis.

Disproportion. 

Disproportion  between  the  foetal  head  and  an  apparently  normal 
pelvis  was  noted  in  27  cases.  Fourteen  were  delivered  by  lower 
uterine  segment  caesarean  section  ;  2  by  classical  caesarean  section  ; 

5  cases  were  delivered  by  forceps  ;  and  6  were  spontaneous  deliveries. 
In  4  of  the  patients  delivered  by  lower  uterine  segment  caesarean  section 
and  1  delivered  by  classical  section  labour  had  lasted  for  more  than 
forty-eight  hours.  In  1  case  with  a  pulseless  prolapsed  cord  per¬ 
foration  of  the  head  was  performed,  followed  by  a  spontaneous  delivery. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  There  were  2  infant  deaths. 
There  was  1  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  and  2  of  sepsis. 

Ante  -  Partum  Haemorrhage. 

Of  the  213  cases  treated  because  of  ante-partum  haemorrhage, 
84  were  due  to  placenta  praevia  ;  83  to  apparent  accidental  haemorrhage  ; 
and  46  to  mixed  or  concealed  accidental  haemorrhage. 
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1.  Placenta  Pr.evia. 

There  were  84  cases  in  this  group — -33  were  of  the  central  variety 
and  51  partial.  Nineteen  occurred  in  primigravidae  and  65  in 
multigravidae.  Fourteen  were  in  Category  A  and  70  in  Category  B. 

There  were  2  maternal  deaths  (see  Nos.  291  and  1066  under  deaths). 
Seventy  infants  were  born  alive,  but  11  died  before  dismissal  from 
Hospital.  There  were  14  stillbirths. 

There  were  5  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  and  no  cases  of  sepsis. 

Thirteen  cases  were  given  blood  and  plasma  transfusions.

Fourteen  patients  (45-2  per  cent.)  died  within  twenty-four  hours  , 
12  (38-7  per  cent.)  within  seven  days  ;  and  5  (16-1  per  cent.)  more  than 
seven  days  after  their  admission  to  Hospital.

Placenta  prsevia  ;  37/52;  5^  lbs.  child;  now  alive  and  well ;  caesarean 
section. 

Ante-natal  care  from  17th  April  at  G.R.M.  and  W.H. — uneventful. 
Last  visit  before  admission  was  on  21/8/47,  when  B.P.  was  125/80  and 
urine  clear. 

On  26/8/47  admitted  grossly  ill,  with  whole  picture  of  severe  concealed 
accidental  haemorrhage.  A  little  late  vaginal  bleeding  occurred.  Morphia 
was  administered. 

On  admission  2  pints  5%  glucose  were  given  and  the  next  day  50% 
glucose  (650  c.c.),  blood,  2  pints,  and  5%  glucose,  2  pints,  were  given.

Placenta  was  grossly  infarcted  and 
retro-placental  clot  weighed  3  lbs.  Blood,  2  pints,  and  plasma,  2  pints, 
were  given,  following  10%  glucose,  3  pints.  Urinary  output  of  7  ozs. 
in  that  24  hours. 

On  29/8/47  intravenous  fluid  continued  (10%  glucose)  ;  gastric  lavage 
with  soda  bicarbonate.  Temperature  started  to  rise  and  penicillin 
therapy  was  commenced.  Hb.,  35%.  Blood,  2  pints,  and  5%  glucose 
saline  given  and  continuous  infusion  with  4*285%  sod.  sulphate  given. 
Patient’s  condition  was  still  very  poor,  but  anuria  was  not  absolute. 
Hb.,  55%.  10  ozs.  urine  on  29/8/47. 

30/8/47 — Pressure  points  showing  early  necrosis,  marked  abdominal 
distension.  Condition  progressively  downhill.  Died  on  9/9/47  at 
2.20  a.m.  with  a  clinical  paralytic  ileus  of  infective  type,  though 
temperature  normal. 

P.M.  exam. — Gross  haemorrhagic  destruction  of  uterine  muscle,  with 
extensive  haemorrhage  retroperitoneally  and  in  base  of  broad  ligament ; 
cortical  necrosis  of  kidneys  ;  widespread  generalised  peritonitis.

The  patient’s  ante-natal  care  had  been  conducted  by  a  Corporation 
Clinic.  At  6.50  p.m.  on  8/10/47  the  patient  was  attended  by  a  district 
nurse  and  student  from  this  Hospital.  The  patient  appeared  ill  and 
the  doctor  on  district  duty  was  called  to  see  the  case — he  diagnosed  the 
condition  as  one  of  “  concealed  accidental  haemorrhage  ”  and  arranged 
her  immediate  removal  to  Hospital.

Patient  had  attended  ^nte-natal  Clinic  from  5/8/46.  She  was  admitted 
to  Hospital  on  19/8/46  with  threatened  abortion  and  was  dismissed  on 
1/10/46.  Thereafter  she  attended  the  Clinic  and  had  slight  staining 
on  occasion,  but  no  serious  bleeding.

Previous  history — Diphtheria  at  age  8  years. 

Obstetric  history — Four  previous  F.T.  pregnancies— 1932,  1933,  1939, 
1942.  The  first  and  third  were  instrumental  and  the  children  both 
died  at  age  2£  years.  Their  birth  weights  were  6£  and  9  lbs.  respectively. 
The  second  and  fourth,  8|  and  lbs.,  were  spontaneous.  Ante-natal 
and  post-natal  periods  were  satisfactory,  except  for  thrombophlebitis 
with  last  child. 


Ante-natal  care  by  G.R.M.  and  W.H.  There  was  fairly  severe  vomiting 
in  the  earlier  months.  She  was  referred  to  the  G.R.M.  and  W.H.  Ante¬ 
natal  Clinic  in  July,  1947,  from  her  own  practitioner,  when  some  33 
weeks’  pregnant,  with  pain  in  left  hypochondrium.  X-ray  showed  a 
single  large  foetus. 

Condition  on  admission — She  was  admitted  to  Hospital  on  3/9/47  at 
11.20  a.m.  with  a  story  that  she  had  been  in  labour,  following  rupture 
of  membranes  and  onset  of  pains,  at  5  a.m.  on  2/9/47,  some  30  hours 
previously. 

On  admission,  condition  of  mother  and  child  was  excellent,  cervix  was 
one  finger  dilated  and  head  high.  Pains  were  of  poor  quality.  Condition 
continued  practically  unchanged  and  pains  were  intermittently  good 
and  poor,  despite  adequate  sedatives.  As  mother  was  tiring,  operative 
delivery  was  decided  on— 6/9/47,  at  12.30  p.m.

Patient 
died,  despite  all  therapy  (stimulant  and  restorative)  at  9.18  a.m.  on 
7/9/47,  following  a  short  period  with  nuchal  rigidity  and  muscle  twitching. 
The  death  appeared  to  be  due  to  myocardial  and  peripheral  vascular 
failure  and  certainly  was  not  associated  with  any  post-operative  internal 
bleeding.

The  patient  was  admitted  to  Hospital  on  3/6/47  at  9.15  p.m.  with  a 
history  of  two  days  vaginal  bleeding.

There  was  1  maternal  death  during  the  year  in  the  Hospital  Outdoor  Service. 

The  patient  was  aged  35  years  and  this  was  her  fourth  pregnancy  ;  the  last  being  eleven 
years  previously.  She  had  received  no  ante-natal  care.  The  first  and  second  stages  of  labour 
were  normal,  lasting  6  hours  25  mins.  She  had  severe  third  stage  haemorrhage.  Medical 
aid  was  summoned.  She  was  given  J  gr.  morphine  and  5  units  of  pituitrin.  After  she  had 
been  given  £  pint  of  plasma  she  was  removed  to  Hospital  by  ambulance. 

On  admission  the  patient  was  found  to  be  dead. 

P.M.  Examination — 

Lungs — Both  pleural  cavities  obliterated  by  dense  adhesions.  Lungs  fibrotic  ;  small 
cavities  at  both  apices  and  in  right  middle  lobe.  Numerous  miliary  tubercles  throughout 
lungs  and  on  surface  of  diaphragm. 

Uterus  and  tubes — Placenta  still  firmly  adherent  to  uterine  wall.  Transverse  tear  of 
lower  segment,  two  inches  in  length,  extending  down  to  decidua. 

Cause  of  death — Miliary  tuberculosis  of  lungs  ;  myocardial  failure  and  haemorrhage. 


Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 


The  following  tables  have  been  prepared  from  the  records  of 
Hospital  cases  who  developed  fever  or  puerperal  pyrexia  while  in 
the  wards. 

The  standard  used  was  that  of  the  Department  of  Health,  which 
defines  puerperal  pyrexia  as  any  febrile  condition  (other  than  a  con¬ 
dition  which  is  required  to  be  notified  as  puerperal  fever)  occurring  in 
a  woman  within  twenty-one  days  of  childbirth  or  miscarriage,  in  which 
a  temperature  of  100-4  F.  degs.  or  more  has  been  sustained  during  a 
period  of  twenty-four  hours,  or  has  recurred  during  that  period.  In 
order  to  obtain  more  accurate  figures,  elevations  of  temperature 
occurring  immediately  after  delivery,  miscarriage,  or  abortion  are 
included,  and  all  temperatures  have  been  taken  from  four-hourly 
records. 

The  puerperal  sepsis  table  gives  the  distribution  of  cases  in  the 
two  categories  and  indicates  the  mode  of  delivery  in  the  cases  in  which 
sepsis  was  found. 

There  were  22  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis  transferred  to  Isolation 
Hospitals.  A  table  has  been  made  showing  the  mode  of  delivery 
and  the  ultimate  result  in  these  cases.

During  the  year  1947,  anaesthesia  was  administered  in  1,976  cases, 
for  major  and  minor  operative  procedures,  and  inhalation  analgesia 
in  2,249  cases.

Pentothal  and  curare  was  administered  to  one  patient  during  the 
year,  the  operation  being  sterilisation  on  the  eleventh  day  of  the 
puerperium  following  spontaneous  delivery,  the  patient  having  cardiac 
disease.

Spinal  anaesthesia  was  used  mostly  for  a  proportion  of  the 
abdominal  cases  and,  in  a  few  cases,  for  delivery  by  forceps  following 
prolonged  labour. 

The  condition  of  the  patient  during  and  after  operation  is  good 
and  blood  loss  is  definitely  much  less  than  with  general  anaesthesia, 
post-anaesthetic  headaches  of  a  mild  type  were  present  in  some  cases, 
but  no  other  complication  due  to  anaesthesia  occurred. 

The  relatively  high  percentage  of  cases  receiving  local  anaesthesia 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  this  method  was  favoured  by  the  House  Surgeons 
for  the  insertion  of  perineal  sutures. 

Analgesia  of  the  inhalation  type  is  an  important  part  of  the  work 
carried  on. 

Commencing  on  1st  January,  1947,  instruction  in  the  technique 
of  gas  /air  analgesia  became  a  compulsory  item  in  Part  II  of  the  pupil 
midwives’  curriculum.  All  our  Sisters  and  Staff  Nurses  had  received 
the  necessary  instruction  already,  and  were  qualified  to  act  as  super¬ 
visors,  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  anaesthetist. 
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In  addition  to  the  pupil  midwives  in  training  in  the  Hospital 
during  the  year,  twenty-five  post-graduate  midwives  attended  for  a 
course  of  instruction,  to  enable  them  to  gain  the  Certificate  of 
Proficiency  required  before  they  could  administer  gas  /air  as  practising 
mid  wives. 

These  candidates  were,  for  the  most  part,  from  District  Nursing 
Associations  in  Glasgow  and  County  Areas,  or  midwives  employed  by 

Burgh  and  County  Public  Health  Authorities  in  Stirling,  Dumbarton 
and  Lanark. 

Gas /air  analgesia  is  used  only  in  patients  whose  general  health 
and  obstetric  condition  is  suitable. 

Patients  in  whom  this  method  is  contra-indicated  receive  some 
other  method  of  analgesia,  when  time  permits,  and  this  administration 
is  carried  out  by  the  Anaesthetist  or  by  the  House  Surgeon  in  charge 
of  the  case.
